“WMOX morning show, 10,000 
watts ....” JJR-WD 
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NM Roswelll — 10/14 0827 — 8:28 TC in Spanish, weather for New York City area, so 
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what else could it be but KCKN where it’s two hours earlier, relaying WWRV- 
1330, Radio Vision Cristiana. Makes 3 Hz SAH with nearby victim KOKP-OK. 
Even with KOKP nulled I am hearing KCKN, not KMMQ=NE, another 50 kW 
SS. KCKN obviously continues to run 50 kW ND rather than protecting KDKA, 
and incidentally KOKP. (GH-OK) 

Pittsburgh — 10/3 0643 — “News radio 10-20 KDKA.” Followed by commercials 
including local food market (name _ inaudible), 1-800-GOT-JUNK, 
Incorporate.com, and Pittsburgh Works. (JDS-MN) 

Oak Lawn — 10/10 0602 — “Always better radio enjoyment ... We are WNWI Oak 
Lawn.” Followed by country music. (JDS-MN) 

Price — 9/27 0014 — Fair under KYMN with “Classic Rock 105” ID between rock 
songs by Van Halen and Santana. (RD-NE) 

Little Rock — 10/11 2308 — Gospel music in English at steady 59+20, looping E/W. 
2310 ID as “AM-1090, KAAY” and advertising for new sales rep, current one 
gushing over what a great job it is for her. This dominant bigsig is not what we 
normally get nor are supposed to get from 50/50 kW KAAY Little Rock AR on 
night pattern. They have an STA for 5/5 kW non-directional, but surely sounds 
like more. (GH-OK) 

Grand Junction — 10/20 0224 - Heavy CCI about equal levels between WTAM- 
OH and KNZZ, making a fast SAH. The latter mentions “western slope,” 
keywords for there (like “front range,” not eastern slope, for 
Denver/CS/Pueblo), ID, then back to ‘Red Eye Radio.’ NRC AM Log 2015-2016 
does not list it as a RER affiliate (while WTAM is on ‘C2CAM’). Night pattern 
should be tight figure-8 NNW/SSE or so, and not like we are getting it, 
presumably really on ND day pattern not nulling toward Cleveland. Does 
WTAM care? (GH-OK) 

Gainesville — 10/9 2027 — Mexican music loops E/W, generally atop CCI with 
SAHs, something unusual; also at re-check 2041, 2059. Finally Spanish SHVA 
ID at 2101 as WLBA Atlanta, and also mentioning a couple other stations, not 
sure if FM or AM, right back to music. The letters WLBA were pronounced in 
English although they don’t have to be. Another 10 kW daytimer! and non- 
directional, supposed to go off at 1900 (and reduce power for CH after 1700 in 
Oct to only 1 kW). 10/10 0230 — Still hearing Mexican music from east, no doubt 
WLBA Georgia daytimer still cheating as in earlier report; makes fast SAH but 
separable from KWKH to the southeast. (GH-OK) 

Wellington — 10/12 0845 — KLEY instead of dead air is modulating with 
distortion, making it hard to understand, both during a remote about sports and 
then a commercial for Radioworks job link in Kansas; carrier sounds OK with 
BFO. Is anyone at station listening to off-air monitor? Is anyone at station? 10/13 
0841 — KLEY with the same modulation distortion as 24 hours earlier. (GH-OK) 
Tulsa — 10/15 2125 — KFAQ forecasting a high today of 91. Guess what, it’s night 
already, and this is outdated on a 50 kW IBOC-monster. You can’t do better than 
that? (GH-OK) 

Knoxville — 10/16 0700 — Poor. Sports info “from 1180 VLZ & 1120 News Now” 
in WHAM null. “Real sports talk on 1180 VLZ.” Stations are not //. but news 
was a service of both, I guess. (JJR-WD 

Marshalltown — 10/20 0747 — Poor. Radio Iowa poll, Stiehl chainsaws, very 
localized obits later, in with 2-3 others. (JJR-WI) 

Newton — 10/20 0715 — Poor. Ashland Power, “I’m an Iowan,” Iowa Bank, “a 45 
year old Newton man.” No calls heard. No usual WGBF or WNAM. (JJR-WI) 
Madisonville — 10/8 2008 — “Madisonville’s ESPN Radio,” and weather forecast. 
Which Madisonville? Kentucky, between Hopkinsville and Henderson in 
western KY. (GH-OK)

(RD-NE) 
Meridian — 10/18 0800 — Heard with quick slogan as “Good Time Gospel 1390 
and 93.1 WMER and W...,” fair signal. (JN-TX) 

Uvalde — 10/7 2200 — With call letters given by female, relog for me at fair level. 
(JN-TX) 

Davenport — 10/17 2143 —- Kim Komando computer guruess (or rather, “Digital 
Goddess”) offers to give a caller her personal e-mail for personal advice. Seems 
to loop NE/SW, which is the worst direction for the local Enid KCRC 1390+30 
spur/het. Her website is user-unfriendly! What does she know? After trial and 
error, found WOC runs this show Saturdays at 1900. (GH-OK)

Kewanee — 9/25 2241 — Atop briefly with CBS CPORTS 
Kewanee Boilermakers HS football vs. St. — SPORTS 
Bede. Cleans up the state of Illinois on 1450 for me at this QTH. (RD-NE) 

Des Moines — 10/21 0216 — “1460, KXNO, iHeart Radio” promo in heavy CCI. It 
might be helpful to know which stations belong to iHeart and other major 
groups, but ownership is not covered in the NRC AM Log. (GH-OK) 
Highland — 10/16 1854 —- Dominant signal from east/west is in Spanish, canned 
ID by super-hype voice actor as “La Ke Buena 15-10 AM”; WLAC-TN is starting 
to fade up underneath this. After next song another ID at 1857, “La Ke Buena, 
la que toca pura buena”; 1900 as losing out to WLAC with Fox “news,” TOH ID 
as WQQW (letters pronounced in English), conveniently directional 
southwestward.

KYND close to the same direction from here as KOKC, and also a regular 
around sunrise, almost zero-beat. (GH-OK) 

Norton — 10/13 0844 — Ad for a painting costing $195 from area code 816 
(northern Missouri); 0847 ID for KONK, briefly dominating frequency. (GH- 
OK) 

Wagoner — 10/15 2030 — Gregorian chant catches my ear, like the stuff your hear 
on EWTN/WEWN network; 2031 into lo-fi Spanish talk from phone, 2032 
mentions Catedral de la Sagrada Familia; loops ESE/WNW, so I suppose it’s just 
KXTD Wagoner, though not the programming I would expect nor normally 
hear on QueBuenaTulsa. (GH-OK) 

Creedmore — 10/18 0201 — Female ID for Radio Mujer, seemingly three times in 
a row; still can’t copy all the details vs CCI, but sure sounds like she mentions 
KLVE, 95.1 FM Bastrop. The FCC has no 95.1 in Bastrop TX and no station with 
those or similar calls. Anyhow we know the 1530 station is really KZNX. Wayne 
Heinen says the 95.1 with same ownership as 1530 KZNX is: K236AY, 99 watt 
translator licensed to Westlake Hills, apparently now relaying KZNX 1530 
instead of KTXZ 1120. But what is this “KLVE”(?) they keep IDing as? (GH-OK) 
Blackwell — 10/15 0754 — “Triple Play Sports Radio” ID, also mentioning “105.1, 
1020 and 1580 AM and streaming online”; a couple of ads followed, and then 
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the same ID again. Fair signal — should have been on 49 watts night power. (JW- 
CO) 

Shelbyville — 10/14 0719 -— Poor; 2 C&W songs, ads, 2 “Shelbyville” 
announcements. Lots of fades, no CKDO. JJR-WD 

Great Bend — 10/15 0751 — Poor with ad for Uber, appliance insurance, and “1590 
KVGB.” No usual WAKR. (JJR-WI) 

Houston — 10/10 0400 — Noted in passing with Spanish religion with “Radio 
Aleluya” ID. (JN-TX) 

Fox Farm - 10/11 2228 — Immediate partial ID in Spanish for “94.7 FM y 1630 
AM,” ergo KRND, i.e. Granja del Zorro. 94.7 is really a negligible translator, tail 
wagging the fox. No problem from KKGM TX or KCJJ IA at the moment. 
AAMOF, no problem from WRDW GA either, the only other 1630 in the USA, 
I’ve yet to hear. (GH-OK) 

Enid — 10/10 1006 — Open carrier, dead air except for big hum from KZLS, not 
unusual for them. I’ve better things to do than keep listening for it to come back, 
but it is re-modulating with music at next check 1344. (GH-OK) 

Fort Smith — 10/15 2021 —- Promo by Alex Jones at 9 pm on “KYHN”; 2024, jingle 
SID, “Arklahoma’s Talk Radio, KYHN.” As of Oct 2, the FCC thinks callsign 
changed to KFSW, so maybe that will be the legal ID at next hourtop? Nope: 
same old KYHN SID jingle as at 2024, adding “Fort Smith,” even though 
transmitter is in Sallisaw OK. Before 2100 CBS bong and news. So, more 
confusion about the identity this station. You'll recall an attempt earlier this year 
to change calls to W, yes, W-FSM which was never heard on air either, and 
expunged from FCC records after having been granted. So when will it ever 
become KFSW? Note the new call could be construed as merging Fort Smith- 
Sallisaw. (GH-OK)

10/8 2103 — A station in English rather than Korean or Spanish, ad for something 
in Hattiesburg; but unfortunately there is no 730 there or anywhere in 
Mississippi.

Possibly some station picking up the Tan Talk radio network 
http://www.tantalk1340.com/ They used to be on an Arkansas station. (GH-OK)

sure if the CP is on because this sounded like way more than 22 watts? (SMA-MB) 


Patrick Robertson, K7PAT shares the following: In [83-01] someone had reporting hearing KQQZ, 
and asked if they were on a CP. I don’t know the answer to that but, last July we went to a town near 
Temple, TX and KOQQZ came in there loud and clear at night. Hard to believe that it is 22 watts at 
night. I wonder if they are just not powering down.

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CUBA R.Rebelde, Maisi//Sancti Spiritus OCT 8 0531-0545 — Probably the more powerful 
Maisi. Female playing vocal music, fair at times. Variously heard in this time slot with 
parallels 600, 620, 670, 710, and 1620 and always on the anchor frequency of 5025 kHz. New 
one here. [Funkenhauser-NY] 
PUERTO RICO WPAB Ponce OCT 9 0100 - Noisy signal with het from 549 Jil FM, Algeria, 
notched out; ad for Restaurante La Guardarraya with phone number 856-4222 and address 
in Guayanilla. Thanks to Valter Comuzzi at RealDX. [Conti-NH] 
COLOMBIA HJND R.Nacional de Colombia, Bogota OCT 23 0247 - Fair/even good but fading 
and giving way to co-channel interference from R.Reloj, news-talk and gospel stations. Heard 
a woman being interviewed, apparently about women's issues in Colombian cities, 
concluding with a women's group song and a 0257 ID as "Radio Nacional de Colombia" over 
fanfare. A jaunty tune ("en el capital del mundo") played over the top of hour, followed by a 
huayno-like piece, not with flute, but organ and traditional instruments. At 0310 a quasi-ID, 
"En Radio Nacional de Colombia," in context of an introduction to African tribal singers and 
more Andean music. New, though previously heard in Florida on 680 kHz. [Funkenhauser- 
NY] 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC  R.Cristal, Santo Domingo OCT 9 0100 — All mixed up with 
R.Reloj Cuba and Colombia futbol coverage; ad for Lavanderia R & H, 809-570-0463, 
Prolongacion 27 de Febrero. Thanks again to Valter Comuzzi at RealDX for the detailed 
transcription. [Conti-NH] 
CUBA R.Progreso, La Habana-Guanabacoa//Las Tunas SEP 25 0153 — A poor third under 
CFMJ and another talk station, heard with a Spanish drama, also via web parallel. Infrequent 
at this location. [Funkenhauser-NY] 
MEXICO XEJUA Cd. Juarez, Chih. OCT 14 1220 - PSA's including one from Ciudad Juarez, 
and federal Camara de Diputados y Diputadas — seems now officially acknowledging that 
women participate, at least secondarily. At 1221, "BM Noticias 640," separable from OK, and 
atop anything from KFI, perhaps the SAH source. [Hauser-OK] 
CUBA R&.Rebelde, multiple sites OCT 10 0020 — Big signal overcoming WSCR with un partido 
tonto de pelotas (silly ballgame), immediately parallelable but with slight echo to 5025 kHz. 
So I then check 1620, also dominated by Spanish and as expected it's not parallel but 
immediately mentions "FM Rebelde" which is customarily what happens to this transmitter 
when the main frequencies air a ballgame. We always assume this is the closest 5 kW 
Guanabacoa transmitter though a couple of further sites are listed on 1620 kHz. [Hauser-OK] 
MEXICO XEORO Guasave, Sin. OCT 14 1222 — Mentions Festival Cultural de Sinaloa, ad 
mentioning Sinaloa Poniente (western, i.e. the sundown-side); 1223 time check for 6:24 and 
regresa, back to live 'Noticiero de Sinaloa’. [Hauser-OK] 
CUBA  R.Progreso, Santa Clara OCT 8 0538 — Mellow vocals, alone on frequency with 
parallels at 0550 under 750 WSB, and at 0552 on 730, weak but without CKAC. By 0552, I was 
switching among all three in varying quality on the Excalibur's three receivers. 
[Funkenhauser-NY] 
MEXICO XEN México, DF OCT 9 0425 - Local news by many reporters from numerous 
Mexican localities including Guadalupe, Tijuana and Sonora. Taped program with several 
mentions of "Este es un programa grabado previamente." ID at 0428 as "Grupo Radio 
Centro... mil vatios potencia..." Fair to good for the most part considering nighttime power 
of only 5 kW, if indeed that was the case. The Grupo Centro corporate website information 
shows XEN "La 69" as one of theirs. [Funkenhauser-NY] 
COLOMBIA HJCX, W Radio, Cali AUG 31 0420 — Disco music, poor under WLW but also 
heard via delayed web. At 0424 Roberta Flack's "Killing Me Softly" and at 0427 Rod Stewart's 
"Passion". Friday and Saturday nights they've had disco and also pop/rock, with a deep- 
voiced male announcing "Disco Night!" between music selections. Lots of interest in that sort 
of music. OCT 9 0150 — First noted as interference to Sucre, recognizing it as the probable 
'W', I went to www.wradio.com.co where I heard a jazz singer and horn music, same as on- 
air, and at 0217, two men and a woman bantering with each other as heard on-air, playing an 
unfamiliar blues song with English lyrics, sung by a woman. Never alone and mostly poor. 
[Funkenhauser-NY] 
ECUADOR R&.Sucre, Guayaquil OCT 9 0116 — Two, perhaps three futbol announcers going 
nuts describing play-by-play during a soccer match between Argentina and Ecuador. Many 
impassioned and loud yells and two very long, excited goal yells at 0142 and at 0154. 
(Ecuador won the game 2 to 0!) "Radio Sucre en Guayaquil" in context at 0122, "Radio Sucre 
minuto... en web" at 0137 and other "Radio Sucre" mentions in context at 0130, and 0147, as 
well as numerous "equipo... Ecuador" (and Argentina). Poor at times with fading but fair and 
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even dominant a few times. R.Sucre web stream at www.radiosucre.com.ec allowed me good 
comparison to the on-air content. [Funkenhauser-NY ] 

VENEZUELA YVKY R.Capital, Caracas OCT 11 and OCT 12 2310 — Faint orchestral music 
then Spanish talk mixing with R.Rebelde to 2314. Not WAQI which I checked on the web. 
Lost for a while but on returning, at 2356 heard a 'Radio Capital’ ID, several announcements 
by aman and woman, then one by a child. This was followed by news items and another ID 
at 2359 as 'Radio Capital (unclear)... Capital’ but very weak. WOR was fading with R. Rebelde 
stronger too and soon lost it in the ensuing jumble. New log here. [Funkenhauser-NY] 
MEXICO XEJCC Cd. Juarez, Chih. OCT 13 1201 — National anthem, followed at 1203 by 
"Escucha el Extremo Siete Veinte" and also mentioning 10 kW, address (V. Guerrero 2329) 
and Grupo Radio México; went into talk after the ID, possibly news; soon faded. Fair signal 
before fading. [Wilkins-CO] 

NICARAGUA __ R.Catolica Nicaragua, Managua SEP 13 0053 — Poor, 
though also heard via web with gospel music about "madre Maria" 
then an invocation as "Cristo y Spiritus Sanctis" followed by more 
gospel singing but faded atop the hour. OCT 9 0239 — Gospel music 
ending, time check by woman and man, "Ocho y quarenta y uno 
minutos," then a lengthy talk with many mentions of "corazon" and 
"oracion" (prayer). This was followed by a music segment to 0302 with — 
a time check as "Neuve de la noche" and at 0303 quasi-ID as "Radio 
Catolica Nicaragua presenta..." in an introduction to a fiery preacher, heard here previously. 
[Funkenhauser-N Y] 

MEXICO XEX, TDW Radio, México, DF AUG 31 0438 — Caught a "Doble U" ID and several 
announcements, then a lengthy talk about futbol with tele-talk and frequent mentions of 
Mexico, and various cities' teams. SEP 8 0446 — Tele-talk about "U.S. Open" and a 0450 "Doble 
U" ID then a man/woman talking about futbol. Mexican national anthem at 0502 and at 0516 
mention of "Viva México" during tele-talk. OCT 9 0430 —- Two men mixing with R.Progreso 
(but CKAC not heard) in "deportivos" and "futbol Mexicana" talk mentioning "Doble U" in 
context and "La Doble U." [Funkenhauser-NY] 

CUBA R.Angulo, Sagua de Tanamo OCT 9 0000 — Fair; canned ID with spacey music, "Radio 
Angulo, transmitiendo... Cuba," and clock chimes marking the hour. [Conti-NH] 
VENEZUELA YVKS RCR Caracas SEP 1 0233 — Tentative! A poor, weak third against WSB 
and R.Progreso but at 0223 overtook Progreso, though still under WSB. Spanish non-stop, 
rapid-fire alternating talks by a man and woman with mentions of equipo, and included 
actualities. No ID heard, and I couldn't get a web connect this time, so somewhat speculative. 
SEP 13 0235 — Also tentative, fading up under WSB with a male sportscaster, then a futbol 
actuality as it faded. [Funkenhauser-NY] 

COLOMBIA WHJAJ, RCN, Barranquilla OCT 9 0310 — Heard a spot mentioning "Trabajos 
Colombianos, trabajos de pays, trabajos de RCN" in context and an "RCN La Radio" ID at 
0311. [Funkenhauser-NY] 

CUBA  R.Rebelde, Victoria de las Tunas SEP 21 0611 — Fair under a subdued WABC; a man 
describing music, a time check and program notes. At 0614 another time check then music 
at which point I also had it on parallels 670 and 5025 and shortly after that on 710 and 1180 
(both with echoes). New log here. [Funkenhauser-NY] 

VENEZUELA YVMN R.Coro, Coro OCT 10 0405 — Vocals and a time check as "once y treinta 
cinco minutos," ID at 0410 as "Radio Coro mas importante de cominicaciones en Coro,” and 
at 0431 another R.Coro ID spot mentioning "Republica Boliviano de Venezuela" just before 
the Venezuelan national anthem. OCT 12 0037 —- Under WGN; a 0100 punctuated jRadio 
Coro! ID and musical R.Coro jingle. [Funkenhauser-NY] OCT 11 0400 — Fair; treinte minutos 
time check, Ruta Musical promo, "Radio Coro, siempre en primer lugar." [Conti-NH] 
BONAIRE  PJB TransWorld Radio, Kralendijk SEP 13 0108 — Male Spanish preacher and 
gospel song bridges with short Christian homilies by a woman. At 0130, segment 
introduction in part as "la musica del Evangelio, para la familia... Radio Transmundial..." 
[Funkenhauser-NY] OCT 16 0120 — Weak Spanish underneath KOCV making SAH of 2.53 
Hz, presumed PJB, in the absence of XEROK (or CKLW for that matter). [Hauser-OK] 
MEXICO XEROK Cd Juarez, Chih. OCT 17 0600 — Choral Mexican national anthem is barely 
audible with KQCV nulled as much as possible, makes fast SAH. Can't get enough 
afterwards for any ID. Assuming it's playing at local midnight, this means a state in the UTC- 
6 zone, i.e. currently Chihuahua, Sinaloa, Baja California Sur or Nayarit. Guess what! There 
are no Mexican 800's listed in any of those states except if this is therefore XEROK Cd. Juarez, 
it's nowhere near nominal 50 kW. Normally it has no problem overcoming KQCV when 
nulled, close to a right angle apart. [Hauser-OK] 
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MEXICO XESPN Tijuana, BC OCT 21 1302 — Call letter ID and a mention of 500 watts; not 
much else discernible. Megapest XEROK is off the air, opening up 800 to other possibilities, 
including this 500-watt west-coaster. [Wilkins-CO] 
BAHAMAS ZNS3 Freeport SEP 15 0138 — Very poor with R.Progreso, both under a subdued 
WGY. Island music at first then an announcer mentioned at 0141, "station of the nation" in 
context (which I've heard here before) then played thumping reggae vocals. [Funkenhauser- 
NY] 
CUBA. R.Progreso, Guantanamo SEP 14 0356 — Poor in WGY's shadow; a drama ending with 
credits and a quasi-ID mentioning "produccion de Radio Progreso." Full ID at 0356 as "Radio 
Progreso cadena nacional" and then the national anthem. SEP 15 0138 — Poor, and fighting 
to be heard with ZNS3 under WGY. [Funkenhauser-NY] 
CUBA R.Ciudad de la Habana, La Habana-Arroyo Arenas OCT 18 0500 — Under WNYC; 
R.Ciudad jingle. [Conti-NH] 
CUBA CMHW Doblevé, Santa Clara SEP 1 0326 — Poor with a dominant WHAS; a female 
announcer playing mild Spanish vocals to 0358 then a man reading news. Fanfare at 0400 
and an unclear ID by a female then the choral national anthem but only 4 bars then another 
fanfare with a man giving an ID with/atop this, then the anthem in lengthier version was 
played. First, I thought I had both Cubans there, but more likely a case of tape transport 
confusion, evident the next night. SEP 2 0358 — Dominant at first with news ending as 
"gracias por su atencion" then at 0400 the second theme (as before) with a man speaking, 
followed by the national anthem and full ID, "Esta es Doblevé, Santa Clara, Cuba," and "al 
ritmo en Doblevé." SEP 7 0304-0402 —- A female playing instrumental music and songs 
(including Satin Doll), short talks about the Pope's visit and a couple of call-ins to 0356 "Radio 
Noticias" and at 0359 fanfare then the national anthem. [Funkenhauser-NY] OCT 10 0259 — 
Heard in passing with ID, "Esta es Doblevé Santa Clara en Cuba..." on top of the channel good 
signal. [Niven-TX] OCT 11 0400 —- Over/under WRYM; choral national anthem, then canned 
ID, "Esta es Doblevé, desde Santa Clara, en el centro de Cuba.” [Conti-NH] 
MEXICO XEMIA Guadalajara, Jal. OCT 10 0300 — Tuning across the frequency, KOA was 
heard with Spanish heard underneath, which quickly rose to the top of the channel with nice 
clear full ID. [Niven-TX] 
MEXICO XETAR Guachochi, Chih. OCT 18 1216 — Heard all alone on the channel after 
WWL fades out due to local sunrise, fair to good signal with male vocals, at 1218 female with 
ID, "XETAR AM, La Voz de Sierra Tarahumara, ocho setenta kilohertz... La Voz de Sierra 
Tarahumara..." New log. [Niven-TX] 
CUBA _ R.Progreso, Chambas SEP 5 0419 —- Under WLS and IBOC noise; 'Progreso man' 
introducing romantic ballads also heard on delayed web stream and a 0427 parallel 650 under 
WSM. [Funkenhauser-NY]

country en espanol" is losing out to KSGL Wichita with nostalgia. Odd format for a Mexican. 
[Hauser-OK] 
CUBA  R.Cadena Agramonte, Camagtiey OCT 11 0300 — Good; four ascending notes marking 
the hour, canned ID, "Desde la cuna de el mayor, transmite Radio Cadena Agramonte, 
Camagtiey, Cuba." [Conti-NH] 
MEXICO XERE Salvatierra, Gto. OCT 9 0800 —- On top of the channel with Spanish talk after 
musical item, "La Comadre..." then FM and AM full ID with fair signal. [Niven-TX] 
MEXICO XEQ Ke Buena, Mexico, DF SEP 2 0515 — Male reading greetings, "Fiesta estrellas" 
tele-talk and a "Musica Ke Buena" quasi-ID at 0518 then music. Difficult with WBEN slop 
but also with a delayed web parallel. SEP 21 0447 — Fair with a "Ke Buena Neuve Quarenta" 
spot, more talk to 0500 national anthem and a punctuated ID as "XEQ AM, Ritmo Tropical, 
cincuenta mil, mas potencia!" [Funkenhauser-NY] 
VENEZUELA unlID OCT 10 0434 — There are two Venezuelans here; I've only heard R.Punto 
Fijo. Caught the end of an instrumental Venezuelan national anthem in WBEN slop. 
[Funkenhauser-N Y] 
MEXICO XEMAB La Poderosa, Cd. del Carmen, Camp. OCT 11 1033 — Male canned "La 
Poderosa" between each Mexi-tune. Presumed the one, positively ID'ed previously, though 
there's two others with this slogan at lesser powers in Chihuahua and Nayarit. [Krueger-FL] 
CUBA COCO La Habana-El Sapo OCT 18 0957 — Bubbled up briefly with choral national 
anthem. Unsure if 24/7 and just a wake up time anthem or sign on. Always audible daytime 
here and always assumed 24/7. [Krueger-FL] 
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MEXICO XEFQ Cananea, Son. OCT 13 1236 — Spanish report on oil prices, IMER Radio ID, 
and 'Antena Radio' news program. I check 1570 for parallel XERF, but not audible. 1237 local 
ID for 980 AM, 103.1 FM, "mas musica." 1239 fuller ID for "La FQ," 980 XEFQ, FM 103.1 
XHFQ, Cananea, Sonora, full address, "una emisora del Instituto Mexicano de la Radio." 
IRCA and Cantu show 2500/500 watts, but no FM, while WRTH also lists 103.1. Fadeout 
shortly later. OCT 17 1229 — Spanish mentions 103.1 FM, during "buenos dias" greetings to 
various listeners, then intro a band from Sinaloa. But 103.1 nails it as XEFQ again, getting to 
be a regular on sunrise skip. [Hauser-OK] 

MEXICO XESFT La Poderosa, San Fernando, Tamps. OCT 18 1121 - Male canned, "103.7 FM 
y 980 AM, La Poderosa" into merengue-ish and other less than typical Mexi-tunes vocals. San 
Fernando store ads string from 1130. Excellent. [Krueger-FL] 

unID OCT 10 1108 — Fairly decent het on 980, pointing Mexico or northern Central America. 
Measurement approximate. [Krueger-Belleair FL] 

MEXICO XET Monterrey, NL OCT 12 0305 — Sometimes heard well, must really be 
directional south tonight, ceding to CBW. Other major stations are useless: 1220 XEB, 1140 
XEMR, 940 XEQ, 900 XEW, 800 XEROK (kaput?), 730 XEX; 540 XEWA maybe has 'LHN' (see 
1570 XERF), but again not sync with XERF. Also try 690, 620, 580 with nothing listenable. 
[ Hauser-OK] 

unID OCT 12 1240 — Song in Spanish, at 1242 interjects one word, "Lozana," or something 
similar before another song. I was expecting "Rockola" from XECL Mexicali as also logged 
recently and this too loops roughly east/west. Could have been artist/music name rather than 
station name. Nothing in the three XE references. Could be a U.S. station: there are several 
Spanish listed, the most likely at this time and direction being KTKT Tucson, except it's ESPN 
Deportes. WSGO New Orleans keeps coming up in searches but it's talk in English. There is 
also a small town at the southern tip of Texas called Lozano. [Hauser-OK] 

COLOMBIA HJAQ, RCN, Cartagena OCT 9 0002 — Over/under an unID Latin American; 
talk about seleccion Colombia in futbol play-by-play parallel 760 kHz. [Conti-NH] 

CUBA unlID SEP 12 0255 - Ina jumble among several Spanish here, one was airing R.Reloj 
format, with man/woman readers, ticks, and beep but no Morse code or chimes. Top-of-the- 
hour mentions of Cuba and Cubanos. Seemingly one of the Cubans was running a R.Reloj 
feed, but which one? [Funkenhauser-NY] 

MEXICO XEYC Cd. Juarez, Chih. OCT 14 1231 - Promos for R.Férmula, Grupo Formula, 
so must be XEYC. IRCA shows power 1000/1000; Cantu and WRTH, 5000/500. [Hauser-OK] 
MEXICO XEG Monterrey NL OCT 12 0313 — Suffers from a lot of interference. It does seem 
to be in '"LHN' (see 1570 XERF), while taking phone calls from fans, but far from synchronized 
with XERF. At 0307 some U.S. station in English is atop XEG with fight-the-IRS ad. [Hauser- 
OK] 

MEXICO XEEP R.Educacion, México, DF OCT 1 0401 —- Man and woman alternating with 
news accompanied by news-beat thumping sounds to 0410, then into choral music, of which 
two songs may have had Italian lyrics. Poor at best with KYW but I verified the program via 
web with perhaps 20-30 seconds delay. [Funkenhauser-NY]

COLOMBIA HJNW Caracol Radio, Cartagena OCT 8 2359 — Fair, over Cadena CMKS; futbol 
promo for seleccién Colombia, "Caracol Radio, mas compania." [Conti-NH] 

MEXICO XERT Ke Buena, Reynosa, Tamps. OCT 10 1120 — Strong with Mexi-tunes, male 
canned "Ke Buena AM" after each song. [Krueger-Belleair FL]

+/- 19 kHz spurs at 1521 and 1559 kHz, hetting 1520 WWKB and 1560 WFME. No readable 
ZNS1 audio at this time on 1540 though; only KXEL and CHIN heard up to WDCD sign-on. 
[Conti-NH]

MEXICO XERE La Poderosa, Cd. Acuna, Coah. OCT 12 0305 - "La Hora Nacional’ weekly 
federal government show mandatory(?) for all stations to carry. I am seldom monitoring at 
this hour, so take the opportunity to chase 'LHN' across the dial. As to be expected, XERF is 
best, but still can't eliminate interference from U.S. stations, notably the one in Missouri, 3 
kW KBCV Hollister (Springfield). Considering the gobs of Mexican MW stations I do Dx, it's 
rather strange that so few can be heard now, and not even La Poderosa enough to be 
interference-free. At 0318, 6185 XEPPM, Mexico's only remaining short wave station, must 
surely be carrying 'LHN', but not, totally different music playing than on 1570 kHz! [Hauser-

discernible canned Dr. Gene talk, heard on parallel 6090 kHz. [Funkenhauser-NY] OCT 10

CUBA. R.Rebelde, Amancio//El Coco//Guantanamo-Antiguo//La Habana SEP 16 0140-0314 — 
Poor with UB Parking Information station, WOND and WDHP. SEP 17 0115 — Wild Cuban 
music also on parallel 5025. SEP 23 0106 - Spanish talk with interference from UB 
Information Station, but also heard on parallel 5025 kHz. [Funkenhauser-NY] OCT 10 0400 
— Usual Rebelde chimes, then heard Cuban national anthem on top of channel, also heard 
previous evenings. [Niven-TX] 

U.S. VIRGIN ISLANDS WDHP Frederiksted SEP 16 0140-0314 — First noted with fast 
English talk by a male playing thumping Caribbean/island style music amid continual 
interference from nearby UB Parking Authority station, also R.Rebelde and WDND both of 
which alternately faded with WDHP. Never could make out any talk, but could hear some 
of the reggae/calypso tune lyrics at times. Web at www.reefbroadcasting.com allowed me to 
determine by 0202 and at various times during the listening period that it was WDHP by 
comparing music I heard on-air to what they were playing even though it was delayed. A 
main difficulty was WDND, which at times was quite strong, playing music (rap and dance 
with lots of thumping/percussion) that was very difficult to distinguish from that of WDHP. 
Never managed an ID but the web stream confirmed reception and what I had recorded off 
the air. New one for me. [Funkenhauser-N Y] 


TRANS-PACIFIC DX 

unID OCT 15 0610 -JBA carrier, also at 0624, loops east/west, which points to New Zealand 
rather than Eurafrica? No other 9-kHz carriers found, not even 738 Tahiti which the west- 
coasters are getting even much earlier than this. [Hauser-OK] 

unID OCT 12 1225 — JBA carrier loops west/east, not northwest/southeast. It's the first 
frequency I check for TP DX when I awaken before sunrise, and often get trace of NHK, but 
today it must be Australia, 3LO Melbourne, and the only other one I can find is on 702, also 
from west, i.e. 2BL Sydney, both only 50 kW for ABC Local Radio. Nothing audible in the

1500's, such as 1548 Emerald. Today's Enid sunrise 1236 UTC, latening by 6 or 7 minutes per 
week.

Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with M-class (R1-R2 Minor-Moderate) flares likely 
through 29 October as Regions 2434 and 2437 transit the disk. Very low to low levels are expected 
from 30 October to 06 November. Activity levels are expected to be at low levels with M-class flares 
likely from 07-14 November as old Regions 2434 and 2437 rotate back onto the visible disk. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to be at normal to 


moderate levels on 19-31 October. Moderate to high levels are 
expected on 01-14 November as a series of CH HSSs become 


geoeffective enhancing the solar wind environment. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at mostly quiet to 
unsettled levels through 02 November with isolated active levels 
possible on 29 October due to weak positive polarity CH HSS effects.

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August 2015 Rockwork 4 Ocean Cliff DXpedition 


South Pacific Signals with Nature’s Finest Enhancement 
By Gary DeBock and Tom Rothlisberger Updated September 2015 


From August 6-10 three fanatical transoceanic DXers once again gathered at the plunging ocean 
cliff known as Rockwork 4 — a narrow Highway 101 turnoff in Tillamook County, Oregon, USA. My 
DXpedition partners Chuck Hutton and Tom Rothlisberger each set up relatively small broadband 
loops for Perseus-SDR spectrum capture, while I set up large (17” and 12”) Ferrite Sleeve Loop 
antennas to chase South Pacific DX with a C.Crane Skywave Ultralight radio. 

We were lucky enough to enjoy exceptional New Zealand and Australian propagation, and even a 
day when both seem to have been combined. My DU-DXing totals with the Ultralight radio and FSL 
antennas were 22 New Zealand stations, 11 from Australia, 1 from Fiji and 1 from Tahiti. The 
exceptional Australian propagation on August 8 enabled reception of the extremely long-range 
station 558-6WA in Wagin, Western Australia — temporarily breaking the all-time Ultralight radio 
worldwide Medium Wave DX distance record at 9,137 miles (14,704 km). 

My DXpedition partner Tom has reviewed his wav files from the ocean cliff trip, and has kindly 
submitted his logging list and day-by-day narrative for this joint DXpedition report. Both of us had a 
thrilling time chasing South Pacific DX from the side of a plunging ocean side cliff, and the 
transoceanic propagation was all that we could have hoped for. Between the two of us we were able 
to track down 59 New Zealand stations, 28 from Australia, 1 from Fiji and 1 from Tahiti. Our Perseus- 
SDR DXpedition partner Chuck Hutton was also recording on all three days, and presumably will 
have some excellent South Pacific loggings once he completes his file review. 

The Ultralight Radio + FSL antenna loggings have all been recorded, and are posted below (along 
with MP3 recording links for each South Pacific signal). With the exception of the stations on 531 kHz 
(received on a Tecsun PL-380 and 12” Longwave FSL) all stations were received on a 7.5” loopstick 
C.Crane Skywave Ultralight radio inductively coupled to a 17” FSL antenna. Signals which pegged 
the Skywave’s signal strength bar graph during the MP3 recording are marked with a double asterisk 
(**). Thanks to my DXpedition partners Chuck and Tom for sharing information about their DX 
catches, and to Theo Donnelly and David Ricquish for providing information about the New Zealand 
broadcast stations. 

The exceptional low band propagation caused most of my live DXing time to be concentrated on 
the frequencies below 1000 kHz, and as Tom’s loggings below will show, the entire Medium Wave 
spectrum was full of interesting South Pacific signals at Rockwork 4. Live DXing with a modified 
pocket radio may seem like a quirky sport to many in the hobby, but once you have experienced the 
thrill of tracking down long range transoceanic DX on a plunging ocean side cliff with a modified $90 
radio, it’s tough to give up the bizarre habit!

The log as of Sept 28 is as complete as it is going to get. 1am making another website for our August 
sessions but 56 Kiwis and 25 Aussies is a pretty good haul and I don't want to spend any more time 
on the log with Grayland coming up. Website will have pics and longwave results and audio clips 
too but by all means feel free to distribute the loggings and a joint report is fine. Some of the highlights 
were: Coast parallels on 954 and 1323, Magic parallels on 702 and 891, All Aussie states logged except 
Northern Territory, a 400-watt ethnic station on 1701, 6WA at 9153 miles. 

Below is a narrative and logs from my participation in the August 07-09 Rockwork 4 DX sessions. 
Again partnering with Gary DeBock and Chuck Hutton on all three mornings. For the duration of the 
DXpedition the site was clear of interlopers and we had it to ourselves. Conditions were just great 
with epic signals from NZ and AUS. Each morning had its own distinct flavor with the 8th heavily 
favoring Australia. The other two mornings were pretty good for Australia as well but focused more 
on New Zealand as we expected from past experience. 

August 07: Departing my home QTH in Brier WA at 11:00 PM I had an easy, unobstructed, traffic 
free drive to the cliffside site, arriving there at 3:15 AM. I reclined the electric driver’s seat and 
proceeded to catch an hour's sleep. I was awakened by headlights turning into the pullout: Gary and 
Chuck were arriving. Time to begin setup in complete darkness. I realized an hour into the drive that 
I had left my folding stand for the spreaders at home and would have to improvise with that useful 
tool known as duct tape. As a result my antenna was rather mis-shapen for the 3 mornings but it 
didn't seem to affect DX reception much. I once again used the pine tree as the apex of a somewhat 
center-fed delta using 40 feet of wire and the Wellbrook ALA-100M. Conditions were wonderful, with 
loud 1 KW NZ signals and a number of Australians. Focus was definitely on New Zealand though. 
Using Perseus I made 1600 Khz bandwidth recordings to capture LW and MW. Listened to the oldies

on 702 Magic for a bit, it was so loud. Comparing notes at the end of the session we were all pretty 
jazzed about the good condx. 

August 08: We all showed up within a few minutes of each other from different directions, myself 
driving in from Seaside and took our favorite spots on the pullout. Out came the duct tape again but 
I had secured a PVC stub at a hardware store the a ab moen. It didn't help much and the 
antenna resumed its irregular shape as 
the stub slumped. Things were very 
different than I had ever heard them this 
morning as DX got started. Reception 
seemed heavily weighted toward 
Australia with lots of big gun stations in, 
particularly on the low band. Lots of 
parallels on the ABC LR network on the 
lower half of the dial. There were loud 
NZ stations here and there, but definitely 
an Australia morning. Later we 
discovered a lone Aussie at 1566 playing 
oldies and quite listenable. Chuck and I 
both had hets from 1602-1710 every 9 
Khz. Seemed promising for the analysis 
to come. Several 5 KW Aussies were in complete with commercials, not to mention a 400-watt ethnic 
station on 1701 Khz. Queensland was definitely the center of the action although I received stations 
from all Aussie states except Northern Territory. That includes 6WF from WA at 9153 miles (14730 
km). On LW things were similarly skewed west and the Pacific NDBs were almost absent while the 
furthest DX of the August sessions was heard. But the DX could not match June 28 and contained no 
Aussie NDBs (one was heard nicely in June) and was thus a bit of a letdown. 

August 09: Thanks to Chuck I was able to secure lodging near Manzanita for a third morning 
session at the cliffs. Things got started later today but we once again experienced a Kiwi morning 
with a few Aussies in as well. 1 KW signals like 936 Chinese Voice achieved epic levels but would 
fade completely and reappear. Good opportunity to log more than one station per frequency as 
conditions were excellent but in flux. The elusive "More FM" on 531 Khz once again did not make my 
logs. As in June, it was in nicely the morning after I left (Gary has some good recordings with IDs).

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Finally, FCC Adopts AM Revitalization Plan

The AM revitalization docket has been adopted by the FCC, including six proposals from the 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making and asking for further comments on further use of the Expanded 
AM band, but not opening an AM-only filing window for new FM translators until 2017, instead 
offering a 2016 filing opportunity for modifying or moving existing translators for AM simulcast use. 

Among the changes are relaxation of daytime community of license coverage rules for existing 
commercial AM stations (but not new stations or stations being modified to designate a new 
community of license); relaxation of nighttime coverage rules; elimination of the AM "ratchet rule"; 
allow wider adoption of Modulation Dependent Carrier Level control technologies; and reducing the 
existing AM antenna efficiency standards by 25 percent. 

On the AM-only filing window, the Commission wrote, "given other auction commitments, it is 
not possible at this time to provide such relief in the short term with a new FM translator station 
auction filing window. However, it is possible to provide short-term relief to AM broadcasters by 
providing a window where AM stations would be provided greater flexibility to move FM 
translators..... we direct the Media Bureau to administer in 2016 a process where an AM licensee or 
permittee seeking to rebroadcast on an FM translator may acquire and relocate one and only one 
authorized non-reserved band FM translator station up to 250 miles, and specify any rule-compliant 
non-reserved band FM channel, as a minor modification application. Second, we direct the Media 
Bureau, in conjunction with the Wireless Telecommunications Bureau, to open new FM translator 
application auction windows, beginning in 2017, for AM stations that do not file a modification 
application in 2016.... Class C and D stations will be able to take advantage of the modification 
window and the auction window first, prior to second windows that will be available to all 
classes." Translators approved for a move under the new rule will be subject to the Mattoon Waiver 
rule that it maintain rebroadcasting of the primary AM signal for four years. 

Open for further discussion are changes in nighttime and Critical Hours protection for Class A AM 
stations, a rollback of the 1991 skywave nighttime interference calculation rules, changes in daytime 
protection for Class B, C, and D stations to pre-1991 standards, revising the 2009 rules for locating 
cross-service fill-in FM translators, modification of partial proof of performance rules and Method of 
Moments proofs, and enforcement of the rule requiring an Expanded Band AM grantee to surrender 
the standard band AM station license upon which the Expanded Band station was based. And the 
Commission opened a Notice of Inquiry on the Expanded Band, with areas of inquiry involving 
opening the band to new occupants and digital operations and using contour protection standards 
for allotments, and for relaxing main studio requirements. 

Wheeler Declares Victory, Praises Clyburn 

Chairman Tom Wheeler said, "This past April, | expressed my commitment to adopt new rules to 
help AM radio flourish while also preserving the values of competition, diversity, and localism. 
Today, the Commission unanimously adopted an AM revitalization plan honoring that commitment. 

"This Order will ease regulatory burdens on AM broadcasters and address practical problems and 
interference-related issues that have long plagued AM stations. In particular, it includes multiple 
actions to expand access to FM translators, which are used to enhance the quality of AM signals. 

"First, the new rules allow a one-time waiver for stations to relocate existing FM translators up to 
250 miles. Considering FM translators are often in one place when the AM broadcaster wants to use 
them in another, this provision will dramatically increase the usability of the 6,800 previously 
authorized translators on the market and should result in significantly lower prices. I’m pleased that 
the rules prioritize relief for those most in need with a 6-month exclusive modification window for 
the 4,500 smallest AM stations. This quick, targeted relief will help get translators in the hands of 
small stations by early next year. 

"Today’s package also includes an exclusive opening of the FM translator window for AM 
licensees. While I have concerns about favoring one class of licensees with an exclusive spectrum 
opportunity, I welcomed the compromise proposal by Commissioner Clyburn for an AM-only 
auction window for small Class C and Class D stations after the Incentive Auction, with a second 
auction window for all classes to follow. The phased approach providing targeted relief for small 
stations first will help revitalize AM radio as a whole while supporting diversity in AM station 
ownership and content. 

"Today’s Order would not have been possible without the tremendous leadership of Commissioner 
Clyburn. She initiated this proceeding during her time heading this agency, and when disagreements 
arose she was able to bridge the gaps and broker solutions. Thanks to Mignon Clyburn, AM radio 
just got a significant boost and broadcasters are better positioned to deliver diverse, localized content 
to the American people."

Clyburn said, "Earlier this month I released a statement reaffirming my belief in the power, role 
and economic potential of the AM radio market. That is why I circulated the proposal to open an AM 
only window for FM translators during my tenure as interim Chair. As I noted in my earlier 
statement, we have seen positive benefits from the actions we took at that time, including the 
significant growth in the availability of FM translators. Despite that progress, many in the AM 
industry, particularly small Class C and Dstation owners, find themselves challenged in successfully 
finding and affording a translator. 

"That’s why Iam proud to lend my vote to support an Order that acknowledges the realities of the 
upcoming incentive auction and the need for immediate relief for AM stations. This Order will allow 
the smallest AM stations that face the largest challenges to be the first in line for relief, both for the 
modification application window that will take place early next year, and for the auction window 
that will happen in 2017. It also provides for outreach and assistance to those that are most resource- 
challenged. Giving preference to these Class C and D stations will revitalize AM radio, our broadcast 
service with the highest percentage of ownership diversity. 

"Though much of the back-and-forth on the best way to provide this relief played out in the press, 
instead of within the walls of the Commission, I am nevertheless pleased that we have achieved what 
I believe is an outstanding result. Today’s order reflects the type of compromise that is necessary to 
achieve results in our democratic process."

Commissioner Ajit Pai said, "WRDN. KZPA. KDKA. WAGG. KBRW. KKOW. WDAY. These 
aren’t random collections of letters. They and countless other call signs like them represent AM radio 
stations around this country that have informed and entertained listeners and created a sense of 
community -- in some cases, for longer than the FCC itself has been around. 

"But the AM band is struggling. Signal quality is low. Listenership is down. Advertising revenue 
is declining. And for a generation, the FCC has been on the sidelines. That’s why, three years ago, I 
proposed that the Commission launch an initiative to revitalize AM radio. One year later, the FCC 
began its first comprehensive review of its AM radio rules in over two decades. And at long last, the 
Commission today is taking meaningful and concrete action to assist AM broadcasters across our 
country. This is a big victory for the American listening public. 

"In particular, we give AM broadcasters short-term relief in two different ways. First, we reform 
many of our technical rules pertaining to the AM band. The details of those changes are difficult for 
anyone who isn’t an engineer to understand, but they will make a real difference to AM 
broadcasters. Eliminating the so-called “ratchet rule” will make it easier for AM broadcasters to 
improve their signal quality. Modifying our daytime and nighttime community coverage standards, 
along with minimum efficiency standards, will give AM broadcasters more flexibility when it comes 
to site location. And the use of Modulation Dependent Carrier Level control technologies will allow 
AM broadcasters to cut their operating costs. 

"Second, we afford AM broadcasters additional opportunities to acquire FM translators, including 
through two exclusive windows for AM stations to obtain new FM translators. Over the last two 
years, AM broadcasters from KANSAS to MISSISSIPPI have told me about the importance of the FM 
translator window proposal. Translators have helped them boost listenership and advertising dollars 
in a major way. Now, translators are not the answer for the technical problems plaguing the AM 
band. But those problems are not going to be solved overnight. An FM translator can serve as a vital 
bridge to the future for an AM broadcaster as we work on fixing the AM band’s long-term problems. 

"The approach to translators adopted by the Commission may not be perfect, but we made 
significant progress on the issue over the past few weeks, and it is an approach that I am pleased to 
support. First, we will open a window in which AM stations will have greater flexibility to move an 
FM translator purchased in the secondary market. I have long favored making it easier for AM 
stations to move FM translators, such as by supporting the Tell City waiver request. And then we 
will give those AM stations still without an FM translator a chance to apply for anew one. I’m hopeful 
that this two-prong plan will accomplish our goal of distributing FM translators to as many AM 
stations as want them. 

"Of course, our work on AM revitalization does not end today; we also tee up many ideas that 
stakeholders gave us in response to our Notice of Proposed Rulemaking. I look forward to reviewing 
the record to be compiled on those ideas and hope that we will move forward swiftly on those that 
have merit.
